MUTUAL AID PACT 
SIGNED BY RUSSIA 
AND YUGOSLAVIA 


Molotov and Tito Con- 
clude 20-Year Treaty 
of Military and Eco- 


nomic Collaboration.

MOSCOW, April 12 (AP).—The 
Soviet Union and Yugoslavia con- 
cluded a 20-year friendship and 
mutual assistance agreement to- 
day and early ratification was ex- 
pected at formal ceremonies in 
Belgrade. 


‘The signers were Premier 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz for 
Yugoslavia and Foreign Commis- 
sar Vyacheslav Molotov for Rus- 
sia. The pact climaxed Tito’s visit 
here, during which he conferred 
with Premier Stalin. 

The treaty contains a one-year 
cancellation clause whereby either 
party may renounce it one year 
before the 20-year period expires. 
Otherwise it is automatically valid 
for successive five-year periods 
until one party cancels it a year 
before expiration of any five-year 
period,

and economic collaboration, was

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP). 
—The United States Government 
today charged Germany with “de- 
liberate neglect, indifference and 
cruelty” in the treatment of 
American prisoners. 

The War and State departments 
declared in a joint statement that 
actions are being uncovered daily 
which “have shocked the entire 
civilized world.” 

The statement was issued by 
Secretary of/ War Stimson and 
Secretary of State Stettinius and 
read by Stimson at his weekly 
press conference. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that 
a “general tightening up” is under 


way at prisoner of war camps in 
this country and that Germans 
are going to lose some of the 
privileges they haveshad, It was 
emphasized that their treatment 
still will conform to the Geneva 
convention. 

The statement declared that 
atrocities against American pris- 
ones “are documented by the pit- 
iable condition of liberated Ameri- 
can soldiers,” adding: 

“The American nation will not 
forget them. It is our relentless 
determination that the perpetra- 
tors of these heinous crimes 
against American citizens and 
against civilization itself will be 
brought to justice.” 

Text of Joint Statement. 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“Since the beginning of this year 
there has been a steadily increas- 
ing failure on the part of the Ger- 
man Government to provide ac~ 
cording to the standards estab- 
lished by the Geneva convention 
for American prisoners of war in 
German. custody. Accordingly, 
the Government of the United 
States, with the co-operation of 
the Swiss Government as protect- 
ing: power, the Swedish Govern- 
ment, the American Red Cross, 
and the international Red Cross, 
has been and is doing everything 
within its power to get food and 
other supplies to these men.

A report attributed to French 
sources and without immediate 
confirmation said tonight that 
Allied parachute troops had 
been. dropped at Brandenburg, 
20 miles west of Berlin. 

A front dispatch from Asso- 
ciated Press Correspondent Rob- 
ert Eunson reported the “com- 
plete collapse” of German resist- 
ance in front of the Second Ar- 
mored Division. 

Three tank divisions of Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton’s Third Army 
broke loose for gains of up to 46 
miles in 24 hours, two of them 
crossing the Saale River on a 30- 
mile front south of Jena and 
sweeping on east to points south 
of Naumburg, 128 miles from thé 
Russian lines. Patton's armor 
was less than 40 miles from Czech- 
oslovakia and was close to the 
Berlin-Munich autobahn and trunk 
railway, over which Hitler’s north- 
ern armies have been expected to 
attempt to retreat to the Bavarian 
Alps. Weimar surrendered with- 
out a shot. 

Lt. Gen, Courtney Hodges’ tanks 
reached a point only 23 miles from 
Leipzig this afternoon and were 
expected to enter the city by to- 
morrow. 

Eunson reported that Maj. Gen. 
Isaac D. White, commander of the 
Second Armored Division, ordered 
his Sherman tanks across the Elbe 
and onto the open plains leading 
to Berlin, and that “if the order 
comes to attack and occupy Ber- 
lin,” Gen. White's tanks “can be 
at the Brandenburg Gate in Berlin 
by tomorrow night or Saturday 
morning, unless the Germans shift 
guns and armor from the Russian 
front.” 

One report said the Germans 
were shifting armored forces from 
the Eastern Front to stem the 
American drive on Berlin. 

“The Ninth Army undoubtedly 
will be using all types of bridges 
across the river,” Eunson said. 

There were five Elbe bridges in 
the Magdeburg area, but whether 
the Germans had destroyed them 
all was not known. At Magdeburg 
the Ninth Army was 115 miles 
from the Russian lines.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP). 
—American ~ combat casualties 
since Pearl Harbor have now 
reached 899,390, including 196,669 
dead. 

Secretary of War Stimson today 
reported Army casualties of 802,- 
685 while the Navy set its losses 
at 96,705 

The increase over ,last week’s 
figure, 6481, including 3749 killed, 
was one of the smallest weekly 
rises in months. 

Stimson said the Army figures 
reflected casualties reported 
through March 31 and covered 
operations on the war fronts 
through the middle of March. 

A breakdown on Army casual- 
ties and similar figures for the 
preceding week: 

Killed 159,267 and 156,471, an 
increase of 7996; wounded 489,256 
and 486,929; missing 86,648 and 
88,755; prisoners 67,514 and 66, 
228. Of the wounded, 250,192 have 
returned to duty. 

Similar figures for the Navy: 
Killed 37,402 and 36,649, an in- 


crease of 753; wounded 44,444 and 
42,988; missing 10,605 and 10,623; 
prisoners 4254 and 4266. 

Commenting on the war, Stim- 
son said German commanders and 
civilians would “escape worse 
burdens” by cutting short “any 
piratical resistance” in isolated 
areas where organized defense is 
ended. 

The German people are now 
getting a demonstration of Allied 
power and “from all accounts 
they have a realistic understand- 
ing of the physical failure of Hit- 
ler and the gang which they have 
allowed to lead them,” he said.

One of the 
day's greatest prizes was the huge 
Messerschmitt plane plant at Hal- 
berstadt. In addition to the val- 
uable machinery, American forces 
captured 50 Messerschmitt - 109 
fighters fresh from the assembly 
line. 

Thousands of slave _ laborers 
were liberated by the American 
advance which overran the net- 
work of Hermann Goering steel 
plants south of Brunswick.

Army is not to be taken from the 
rear -while holding the Russians 
along the Oder River, the enemy 
must pull some of his divisions 
from the Russian front and hurl 
them against the American push.

MOSCOW, April 12 (AP).—The

ports from Germany said today. 

Since Tuesday when railway ac- 
commodations at the ruined 
Berlin stations became practically 
impossible to obtain, the exodus 
has proceeded by road, with wom- 
en, children and a few old men 
carrying their precious food 
stocks and personal effects. Of 
the city’s four million prewar in- 
habitants, it is estimated that only 
a million remain.

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Weimar Surrenders Without Shot; 
Birthplace of German Republic 


Bicycle Courier Delivers Ultimatum, Over- 
Mayor Returns in Limousine and Leads 
Americans Into City.

WEIMAR, Germany, April 12 
(AP).—Weimar, birthplace of the 
German Republic in 1919, sur- 
rendered to the United: States 
Third Army’s Eightieth Infantry 
Division without a shot today in 
a bloodless conquest negotiated 
by a German bicycle courier. 

Negotiations for the surrender 
of Weimar began last night in 
the village of Troistedt, three 
miles south of the historic city. 
The surrender ultimatum, which 
was to have expired at 8:30 a. m. 
today, was drawn up and handed 
to the mayor of Troistedt. 

The gray-haired Mayor pedaled 
a bicycle into Weimar, and deliv- 
ered the surrender demand, which 
had been drawn by Lt. Col. Paul 
Bandy of Hillsboro, Tex. 


City Agrees to Surrender, 

Before 8 o'clock the Mayor was 
back—riding his bicycle again— 
and was followed 10 minutes later 
by the Over-mayor of Weimar, 
who said his city was ready to 
surrender. The American troops 
then marched in, 

The Over-mayor, riding in a 
limousine, brought with him Dr. 
Erica Fischer, whose American 
mother lives in Germany, and Dr. 
Fischer’s German h@€sband. Both 
Dr. Fischer and her husband are 
psychologists. 

The Fischers told Eightieth Di- 
vision officers the German troops 
had pulled out of Weimar yester- 
day and that the city was ready 
to surrender. The Mayor's limou- 
sine led the American column into 
the city. 

Simultaneously with the occu- 
pation of Weimar the Yanks over- 
ran the infamous Buchenwald 
prison camp in the woods three 


miles northwest of the city, where, 


they ffound between 20,000 and 


25,000 political prisoners. The 
camp was said to have a capacity 
of 160,000. 

Divisional officers threw a guard 
about the camp and said the 
prisoners would be kept there 
until they were checked and dis- 
position of their cases was decided. 

Goethe’s Home Destroyed. 

As infantrymen streamed 
the city, Weimar’s people lined 
the streets, some waving and 
cheering as if they were glad the 
war was over for them. 

The American codnquerors passed 
the destroyed home of Goethe and 
the home of Schiller, which was 
badly damaged but can be re 
stored. The home of Liszt, the 
composer, also was destroyed, as 
was the theater where the Ger- 
man republican constitution was 
signed in 1919. 


Another bomb had destroyed a 
landmark familiar to American 
tourists, the church where Herder 
preached. Herder, a poet and 
minister, was a friend of Goethe.

Survivor Identifies Vessel 
as One Which Took 
Supplies to Prisoners 


Under Safe Conduct. 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP). 
—Possibility that an Allied sub- 
marine sank the Japanese relief 
ship Awa Maru when it was trav- 
eling under Allied safe conduct 
guarantee, was announced by the 
State Department last night. 

The State Department said the 
Navy had reported the sinking of 
a ship April 1 about 40 miles from 
the estimated position of the 
homeward-bound Awa Maru and 
that survivor said it was the 
Awa Tsar. 

The announcement said the ship 
sunk carried no lights of any 
kind, 

The Awa Maru was returning to 
Japan after having delivered re- 
lief supplies for Allied internees 
and prisoners in Formosa, Hong 
Kong, Saigon, Singapore and 
Dutch Indies ports.

SHIFTS BUT SENATE 
REACTION GOES ON 


Republican Leadership 
and Democratic Stand- 
pat Leftovers Flout 
New Constitution Bar 
on Secret Votes.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12.— 
Joining with leftovers of the 
standpat group of the old Demo- 
cratic State Senate, the Repub- 
Jican leadership has established 
the present Senate as fully as re- 
actionary as its Democratic pred- 
ecessors by adhering to secrecy in 
legislative proceedings and con- 
firming the power of committees 
to stifle legislation in violation of 
the plain mandate of the new 
Constitution. 


The final decision in the Senate, 
reached late yesterday, is in glar- 
ing contrast with the progressive 
spirit of the House of Representa- 
tives, which has abolished secrecy.

The country lost the 
difference between their average 
weight of 350 to 400 pounds and 
the weight of a 1000-pound steer,” 
he said. | 

Senator Bushfield (Rep.), South 
Dakota, declared during a discus- 
sion of black markets that, “if my 
family needs meat I am going to 
get it wherever I can.” 

“In violation of OPA regula- 
tions?” asked Thomas I. Emer- 
son, OPA enforcement chief who 
was testifying. 

“You can draw your own con- 
clusion,” replied Bushfield. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, commented after the hearing 
that he was convinced there would 
have to be a revision of the price 
structure in the meat industry 
from the producer up through the 
packer. 

Asked if he would favor a price 
rise to consumers, Wheeler said 
“T assume you would have to raise 
the consumer price.” 

But if the revision resulted in 
getting meat and breaking up the 
black market, he said, “Consumers 
as a whole would not pay as much 
as they are paying now with the 
black market getting consumer 
dollars.” 

Chairman Thomas (Dem.), Ok- 
lahoma, read into the record a 
Baltimore Sun editorial which he 
said “accurately sums up” the sit- 
uation. 

The editorial suggested two lines 
of attack on the meat situation. 
“First, if a restudy by OPA shows 
that profit ceilings in some lines 
are indeed too low, then an in- 
crease in subsidies or an increase 
in ceilings would seem to be in 
order,” and second, “ruthless sup- 
pression” of black markets. 

In recommending an increased 
price for producers, Wilson said 
the ceiling on AA cattle is now 
$17 a hundred and is scheduled to 
drop July 1 to $16.50. He recom- 
mended a boost to $18. 

Contending that “a fair price 
will produce meat,” Wilson point- 
ed to the record hog production in 
1943. He said that was brought 
about by a support price of $13.75 
a hundred pounds. After that hog

Reds Mopping Up in Vienna. 

Fall of Vienna appeared to be 
only a matter of hours as mopping 
up of the last enemy resistance 
progressed rapidly in the capital. 
Nine-tenths of the major part of 
the city south of the Danube al- 
ready was in Russian hands. 

Tolbukhin’s shock troops yester- 
day stormed across the Danube 
Canal inside the capital, gaining 
control of half the nine-mile-long 
island between the canal and the 


river where the Nazis were mak- 
ing a final stand. The Reds cap- 
tured one of the canal bridges in- 
tact, and battled on to the island 
from the southeast while artillery 
raked that last German defense 
area on the Danube’s south bank 
from three sides. 

The Russians seized the Vienna 
electric power station beyond the 
canal and cleared the  Pra- 
ter Park area of German resist- 
ance. The Prater Park was Vienna’s 
main amusement center, with 
beautiful] boulevards and restau- 
rants. In it are Vienna’s new sta- 
dium, the Freudenau racecourse 
and the Rotunda, built for the in- 
ternational exhibition of 1873. 

Tolbukhin’s troops pushed into 
the island with flamethrowers and 
mobile guns and engaged the 
fanatical enemy garrison which 
included Luftwaffe pilots, sailors, 
Volkssturmers, S. S. (elite guard) 
men*and even boys from Junkers

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Hot Debate Likely Over 
Permanent Site, With 
Western Hemisphere 


Strongly Advocated. 


By FLORA LEWIS 
WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP). 
HE world peace-keéping or- 
ganization to be blueprinted at 
San Francisco may conduct its 
first deliberations in the United 
States. Diplomats speculated on 
this possibility today as_ they 
awaited word on the extent of 
destruction in Vienna to deter- 
mine whether that old world capi- 
tal—now almost entirely in Rus- 
sian hands—remains a _ likely 
choice as a permanent meeting 
site. 

Officials say the league itself— 
assuming that everything goes at 
top speed—could be set up by late 
summer or early fall. 

Then, as soon as it is ratified 
by enough countries, the first as- 
sembly meeting of all member na- 
tions probably will be called. This 
session wculd elect non-permanent 
members of the Security Council 
and get the organization going. 

The United Nations will have to 
decide at San Francisco how 
many ratifications will be neces- 
sary to establish the peace organi- 
zation. Probably, a majority or 
two-thirds of those attending the 
April 25 meeting will be required 
—specifically including Britain, 
Russia, the United States, China 
and Frante, as permanent mem- 
bers of the council. 

Because of the necessity for Sen- 
ate debate and ratification, it is 
generally felt this country will be 
the time clock and that, when 
America is definitely in, the 
agency can begin to function. Oth- 
er nations can act more quickly. 

Possibility of the first meeting 
in this country is strengthened by 
the devastation in Europe, where 
next winter undoubtedly will be 
cold and hungry. Philadelphia, 
San Francisco and Detroit already 
have put in bids to be host to the 
meeting. 

Although it is a minor question, 
the permanent site of the new or- 
ganization is expected to be hotly 
debated. 

Canada and several other na- 
tions may argue strongly for this 
hemisphere. They are expected to 
contend: 1—That this hemisphere 
has never threatened world peace; 
2—That it is equally accessible 
from Europe and Asia, and 3— 
That it is far enough away to pro- 
vide a calmer atmosphere for con- 
sideration of Europe's political 
turmoils. 

However, Vienna at this point 
seems to head the speculative list. 
The Russians appear to favor the 
Austrian capital, which long has 
been the crossroads of Eastern 
and Western Europe. 

In addition, Russia along with 
Britain and the United States 
promised at Moscow in 1943 to re- 
constitute an independent Austria. 
In line with this pledge some dip-

In other words, the department 
interpreted the Russian phrase- 
ology to mean that the Russians 
were denouncing the automatic 
extension of the pact and thus as- 
sumed that the pact would remain 
in force until April, 1946. 

Whether this interpretation {fs 
correct will be demonstrated by 
Russian action or inaction.

Pyle Describes 
Ghostly Night 
On Okinawa 


Hears Weary Lit- | 
tle Sounds and 
‘Rustle’ of Shells.

OKINAWA (via Navy Radio). 

UR first night on Okinawa 
@) was uncanny and full of old 
familiar sounds—the exciting, 
sad, weary little sounds of war. 

It had been six months since I'd 
slept on the ground, or heard a 
rifle shot. With the Marines it 
was about the same, 

I was tagging along with a 
headquarters company of a regi- 
ment. We were on a pretty, 
grassy slope out in the country. 
The front lines were about 1000 
yards ahead. Other troops were 
bivouacked all around us. 

There were still a few. snipers 
hiding around. An officer was 
brought in just before dark, shot 
through the arm. So we were on 
our toes. 

Just at dusk three planes flew 
slowly overhead in the direction of 
the beach. We paid no attention, 
for we thought they were ours. 
But they weren't, 

In a moment all hell cut loose 
from the beach. Our entire fleet 
and the guns ashore _§ started 
throwing stuff into the sky. I've 
never seen a thicker batch of 
ack-ack., 

As one. of the Marines said, there 
were more bullets than there was 
sky. Those Jap pilots must have 
thought the world was coming to 
an end to fly into a lead storm 
like that only 10 hours after we 
had landed on Okinawa. All three 


were shot down.

In Foxholes for Night. 
S deep darkness came on we 
A got into our foxholes and set- 
tled down for the night. The 
countryside became as silent as 
a graveyard—silent, that is, be- 
tween shots. The only sounds 
were war sounds. There were no 
country sounds at all. The sky 
was a riot of stars. 


Capt. Tom Br&wn was in the 
foxhole next to.me. As we lay 
there on our ‘backs, looking up 
into the starry sky, he said: 

“There’s the big dipper. That’s 
the first time I’ve seen that since 
I've been in the Pacific.” For, you 
see, Marines of this division have 
done all their fighting under the 
Southern Cross, where our Big 
Dipper doesn’t show, 


As full darkness came, flares 
began lighting the country ahead 
of us over the front lines. They 
were shot in shells from our bat- 
tleships, timed to burst above our 
lines, and float down on para- 
chutes. This was to keep the 
country lighted up so we could 
see the Japs if they tried to infil- 
trate, which is one of their fa- 
vorite tricks. 

The flares were shot up several 
per minute from dusk until the 
moon came out full. It was very 
bright after that and the flares 
were not needed. 

But all night long two or three 
ships kept up a slow shelling of 
the far hills where the Japs were 
supposed to be. It wasn’t a bom- 
bardment; just two or three shells 
per minute. They passed right 
over us.and [ found that passiag 
shells have the same _ ghostly

“Do you want to pick up the

‘that he had decided to surrender,”

Gone for a Walk. 


Awed by the magnitude of such 
a prisoner, we decided to deliver 
the other officers and bring the 
military to collect the general. 
‘But when we returned with the 
soldiers, we found the General had 
gone for a walk. His car, loaded 
with burp-guns, clothes and food 
stood in the garage but his chauf- 
feur also had gone for a walk. 
After searching the premises, the 
soldiers left to salt away the gen- 
eral’s aid. Schwab and I decided 
to hang around for a story on the 
stud-farm, 


Presently we saw a Jerry scur- 
'rying from the garage. We hailed 
him and he halted, throwing his 
arms up and shouting: “Nicht 
schiesen!” (don’t fire), not know-

respondents. He explained that

Had Changed Mind. 


Schwab saluted the General and 
the General saluted Schwab.

In- 
stead, he was trying to escape, 
having mapped out a_ retreat 
route. He wanted to join the Ger- 
man forces and turn over the in- 
formation on our materiel which 
he had seen passing. That would 
have been of tremendous value to 
the Germans, especially data on 
the position of the Fourth Ar- 
mored, 


Just as we had mounted up our 
General, a few jeep loads of Gls 
arrived for further investigation 
of the premises and to hunt the 
General. We exhibited our prize, 
and they asked us to drive him 
in to Lt. Col Abrams’ headquar- 
ters. So the press jeep called the 
“Spirit of Alpena,” journeyed 
along the deserted, darkening 
road, 


However, another jeep came 
along as a rear escort. The Gen- 
eral could scarcely know that this 
was only an angel type of guard 
since the jeep belonged to Chap- 
lain Steve O'Donnel, Visitation 
Parish, Chicago. Schwab could 
not resist telling the General that 
he had mistaken our prisoner for 
a French private, second class. 


From Russian Front. 


Our two unarmed vehicles de- 
livered to an astonished headquar- 
ters Lt. Gen. Edgar Roericht, 
whose latest command was an in- 
fantry corps of the Seventeenth 
Army.

The Path to Prosperity 


Secretary Stettinius has compressed into a 
sentence one of America’s greatest economic 
problems after the war. “We cannot,” he told 
the Council on Foreign Relations, “have pros- 
perity in the United States if the rest of the 
world is sunk in depression and poverty.” 

Had he added that the rest of the world can- 
not have prosperity if the United States is sunk 
in depression and poverty, he would have stated 
the other side of the controlling economic prob- 
lem of the postwar world. 

He recognizes that, as the world’s greatest 
manufacturer of capital as well as goods and 
services, we require markets abroad both for the 
capital we need to export in the form of invest- 
ments, and for the goods and services of our 
unbelievably expanded producing plant. 

It is only by matching our need for full pro- 
duction against the world’s need for our prod- 
ucts that we can hope to attain the full em- 
ployment that will be required to enable Amer- 
ica to power the world drive for plenty. Mr. 
Stettinius, whose vision has been expanding and 
capacity growing since he moved from Lend- 
Lease to State, sees that we cannot provide 60,- 
000,000 jobs as against the pre-war peak of 47,- 
000,000 in 1929, without exporting 10 billion dol- 
lars’ worth of goods and services a year. 

To get them to this height without first arm- 
ing ourselves with the economic assets with 
which to give us bargaining power is out of the 
question. This means that we must lower tariffs 
realistically, as Congressman Doughton has pro- 
posed in his recent bill; that the Trade Agree- 
ment Act must be extended for a sufficient 
length of time that any nation that trades with 
us need not fear its demise at the end of any 
year; that we shall cease listening to the Cas- 
sandra voices of the international bankers but 
go ahead with the economic implementation of 
Bretton Woods. 

All these things are in the Stettinius program 
for reknitting the world economy, for which pur- 
pose he proposes the summoning at the earliest 
propitious time of a world economic conference 
at which they would be thoroughly discussed 
and then acted upon. Now that he has put his 
hand to the plow, we hope he will not filter 
the great task.

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The Philippine Paradox 


Filipinos are beginning to fear that the God- 
dess of Liberty will turn out to be an economic 
scarecrow. They fear that freedom means pov- 
erty. This must not be so, if America expects 
to be a symbol for just colonial policy. 

An Associated Press dispatch from Manila in- 
dicates that when Filipinos look around them, 
seeing war’s ruin and bankruptcy, many fear to 
let the United States kiss them good-by forever. 
But they have struggled for freedom, and their 
Government is in no position to advise against 
it. The United States, after making the gener- 
ous offer of independence, cannot afford to re- 
tract. 

This is an unfortunate paradox, but it cannot 
be blamed on the Filipinos and it is not justi- 
fied. The insufficiency of the Philippine economy 
grew out of preferential trade with America, and 
the damage done by war grew out of a common 
cause with America. America has a debt to this 
brave nation. The debt cannot be paid by arbi- 
trarily postponing independence, but it can be 
paid by help in reconstruction. 

The islands have two long-range economic 
needs: credits to encourage diversity of produc- 
tion, and some gradual system of freeing their 
trade from dependence on the American market. 
Before the war, 20 per cent of Philippine im- 
ports were food products, and 83 per cent of the 
exports went to America under tariff protection. 

Probably the best suggestion for converting 
the island economy to a world-trade basis came 
from the Joint Preparatory Committee in 1938. 
The proposal was to continue preferential trade 
relations until 1960, but to discourage over-pro- 
duction of sugar and other items by gradually 
decreasing export quotas. 

The Philippine paradox is not so puzzling, 
after all. The Filipinos need not be forgotten or 
left insolvent, simply because they are given 
the right to call themselves a free people. 
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The last hundred miles to Berlin may turn 
out to be the easiest. 
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City of Bitter Sweetness 

Vienna destroyed? Vienna suffered far worse 
ruin when a heretic Austrian Corporal marched 
in on a March day six years ago, bringing hatred 
and passion to the aloof gentle city. Physical 
ruin alone is saved for the Lord’s Year 1945, and 
from this destruction the rebirth of spirit may 
proceed. 

Vienna destroyed? Nay, Vienna lives in the 
imperishable heart. Vienna is Gemuetlichkeit, 
the lambent joy that is sad and sadness that 
smiles on itself. Vienna is the waltzes of the 
Johann Strausses; Vienna, out of the humble 
retainer Joseph Haydn, is such contentment of 
sweet-tempered sound as never was. From 
Vienna are the poles of delight and melancholy 
in Mozart and Schubert and the sublime rages 
of Beethoven who shook a fist at the heavens 
and died. And here from Vienna, more lately, 
are Hugo Hofmannstahl, the elegant weary 
painter of word-pictures; Max Reinhardt, the 
impresario of ‘‘The Miracle”; Sigmund Romberg, 
the operetta maker. 

Other cities are as old. Some are as beautiful 
as Vienna ever was, and Vienna was beautiful. 
Surely none was ever so charming. Perhaps such 
things will never again be save in dreams. The 
more is its passing—if it must pass—the loss of 
all who dream. * 

Vienna destroyed? The Hapsburg rule was 
marked for the grave from the first. There is 
decadence, some believe, in the looking inward 
that produced Breuer, Freud and Adler, the pre- 
occupation with ills that made Vienna the 
world’s brightest corner of medicine. The tradi- 
tion-bound will say that the latter-day concern 
with cleanly functional architecture and the en- 
tire Social Democrat philosophy were: decadent. 
Yet if Vienna is ruined, there can be a certain 
glory in decay and a triumph out of death itself. 

The city civilized beyond the will to rise in its 
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own defense paid the price in 1939 and tastes 
the anticlimax now. Vienna achieved perfection 
in nothing but grace. That is enough. Vienna 
destroyed? It is beyond man’s power to destroy. 
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A Victory for Secrecy 

The Missouri Senate is formally on record, by 
a majority of 25 to 8, as favoring the continu- 
ance of secrecy on committee votes, although 
that practice is specifically forbidden by the 
State’s new Constitution. 

Thus, the Senate majority deliberately flouts 
the will of the voters by approving a tricky eva- 
sion of their mandate. 
example of the House, which has been widely 
praised for adopting a new rule in accordance 
with the Constitution, and putting it immedi- 
ately in effect. 

The Senate decision was the work of both 
parties. There were four Republicans and four 
Democrats against secrecy; there were 15 Re- 
publicans and 10 Democrats for it. Members 
of both parties deserve public condemnation for 
their stand, and the Republicans in particular, 
for their stand was taken deliberately at a party 
caucus. Furthermore, in the party's position of 
Senate leadership, it had the responsibility for 
carrying out the voters’ wishes as\ expressed in 
the vote on the Constitution. 

Does this end the matter? It does not. The 
people of this State are not going to take this 
defiance of their will as the last word. 

Missourians are good and tired of having 
sound legislation murdered behind closed doors, 
with no record available as to who committed 
the crime. They are weary of hearing a legis- 
lator publicly proclaim his support of a bill, 
and then of learning that he voted against it in 
a secret session. They are sick of seeing lob- 
byists for special interests getting their dirty 
work done by means of the secrecy device. 

If the Senate does not have the decency to re- 
consider, there will be occasion for a court test. 
And it is inconceivable that the courts will not 
hold that the new Constitution means just what 
it says, no matter how the Senate reactionaries 
try to twist its provisions. 
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Better Men Needed, Too 


The new Joint Gommittee on the Reorganiza- 
tion of the Congress is tackling its job with 
vigor. Modernization of congressional machinery 
is a great national need, but it must not be as- 
sumed that streamlining Congress will end con- 
fusion on Capitol Hill. Modern machinery can 
help, of course, but poor operators can ruin the 
finest producing plant. — 

“The real reason why Congress is fading out,” 
Richard P. Gale, a former Congressman, told 
the Minneapolis Star-Journal, “is because the 
best minds in the land, the most inspiring per- 
sonalities, the most courageous imaginations, are 
somewhere else. They’re not in Congress.” 

He recognizes that if Congress is to be rep- 
resentative of the people whose laws it makes, 
it has to be a broad cross-section. This means 
that it always will have a certain percentage of 
dumbbells and clowns furnishing comic relief, 
and cheap politicians introducing bills to bring 
on the millennium or satisfy the little pressure 
group that owns them. 

But this doesn’t mean that incompetents have 
to be the rule rather than the exception or that 
mediocrity has to be rampant. Mr. Gale’s pre- 
scription is to get bait for bigger fishes. 

If pensions for long service and better salaries 
were offered as incentives, he thinks these might 
go a long way in offering the needed prestige, 
dignity, security and good things of life. 
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Friendly Oranges From Spain 


Spain’s newly discovered affection for the 
Allied cause appears not only in Franco’s state 
papers but also on the wrappers of oranges 
shipped from his country to England. The latest 
design for the wrappings bears the British and 
American flags, tied together with a flowing 
pink bow, and between them the inscription, 
“Unity makes certain peace.” This is a gallant 
try for Allied approval, even though the artist 
has given the American flag only 17 stars, has 
omitted one-third of the Big Three and has sur- 
mounted the display with three crowns. 

The London Daily Express reports this odd 
display, and makes the dry comment: “Well, not 
so long ago they were stuffing the orange crates 
with bombs.” This reception of their friendly 
overtures must be disheartening to Franco and 
his pals, busy as they are selling oranges, hiding 
Nazi refugees and shining up to the Allies. If 
we would only be patient with them, they would 
undoubtedly break off diplomatic relations with 
Hitler on the very day Gen. Eisenhower an- 
nounces Germany’s capitulation,

On a Contingency Basis 

The unpredictability of the morrow is proper- 
ly emphasized in OPA Administrator Bowles’ 
answer to a recent question from Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner. As a co-author of the full em- 
ployment bill, the Senator from New York had 
asked what assumptions OPA, when planning 
its future operations, had made as to the post- 
war level of the national production, income and 
employment, 

Mr. Bowles’ answer is frankly to confess that 
OPA’s plans “are based upon the assumption 
that we do not know what will occur, and there- 
fore must be ready to meet any contingencies.” 

The agency is trying to get itself in shape to 
handle, among other things, the price control 
pattern for an intense postwar boom of the sort 
that followed World War I and had such dis- 
astrous consequences. It is already prepared, 
according to Bowles, to meet an intense demand 
for consumer durable goods of all sorts, and a 
boom period of business buying to replenish .in- 
ventories. 7 

All of these plans are being made on the as- 
sumption that price control is a war measure 
only, will never be a permanent part of the na- 
tion’s peacetime policy and may be killed by 
Congress at any time. With this in mind, OPA 
expects to remove controls commodity by com- 
modity “as soon as it becomes clear that supply 
and demand in a particular commodity field are 
in balance.” 

Mr. Bowles is wise in seeking these many 
strings to the bow of price control’s Indian sum- 
mer. His agency has plenty of headaches ahead 
and it is well that the Administrator suffers 
from no illusions on this score,

President should have full power to join in applying force, paper 
says; any reservation would weaken the machinery for peace; it 
is most important that the people understand that firm security of 
our participation in enforcing peace by arms is basic part of plan.

Tt is unfortunate that there is so little 
public discussion of the question of dele- 
gating to the President the power to join 
in a use of force under the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan without Congress declaring war. 


The fact ought to be understood that 
this issue, if it is an issue, may well be 
foreclosed by the treaty to be drafted at 
the San Francisco conference of the Unit- 
ed Nations, now less than two weeks off. 


If that treaty sets up a joint responsi- 
bility to use force, with no qualification 
allowing this country or any other to duck 
the responsibility, then, assuming its rati- 
fication by the Senate, the power in ques- 
tion has been delegated, 


There would be no doubt of that. It is 
true the Constitution lodges exclusively 
with Congress the power to declare war. 
But the Supreme Court has held that a 
treaty, not in itself unconstitutional, may 
in effect amend the Constitutio 


In cases under the Migratory Bird 
Treaty, the Federal Government was held 
to have acquired powers theretofore re- 
served to and,exercised exclusively by the 
the states, 


Should Be Without Strings 


Similarly, a treaty that pledged this 
country to join in using force against a 
convicted aggressor nation would seem 
certain constitutionally to endow the Presi- 
dent, as Commander in Chief, with power 
to make good that pledge. Congress and 
its war power would be by-passed, even 
though the armed intervention in a par- 
ticular instance might be on such a scale 
as actually to be a new world war. 


We believe the pledge in question ought 
to be made by this country, as by all coun- 
tries, with no strings or reservations at- 
tached. We believe no practical harm can 
result from delegating to the President the 
necessary power and that harm could re- 
sult from withholding it. 


But we are by no means persuaded that 
people in general have thought the matter 
out. On the contrary, there is much evi- 
dence that the above-mentioned effect of 
the United Nations treaty, as almost cer- 
tain to be drafted, will come as a surprise 
to many, including many Congressmen. 


Senator Vandenberg is aware of this. 
Though not personally disposed to split 
hairs over the matter, he has warned that 
a proposal in effect to endow the President 
with war power might endanger ratifica- 
tion of the whole world peace plan. 


People Must Get the Idea 


That danger does indeed exist, but not, 
we are sure, if people can be aroused to 
familiarize themselves with the matter and 
to think it through. 

Here is our thought on it: 

1. The whole collective security plan 
rests on a certainty that aggression from 
whatever quarter will be put down by the 
concerted force of all nations. The aim is 
a regime of law governing the nations in 
perpetual friendship, but it is force that 
underlies all law and gives it authority. 


The decision of the United States to con- 
dition its pledge to join in applying force 
by requiring the approval of Congress in 
each instance would weaken, probably fa- 
tally, the law against aggression. It would 
weaken it, even if other countries refrained, 


as they well might not, from reservations 
of their own allowing second thoughts, by 
their legislative bodies or otherwise, on the 
fulfillment of their treaty obligation, 


Finally, to put the matter narrowly, what 
is most likely to prevent world war—as it 
might well have in 1914 and again in 1939 
—is an automatic certainty, not conditioned 
on anything, that the United States will 
fight any country that starts a world war 
or even starts a pipsqueak war that might 
become one. 


What Harm Would It Do? 


2. Accepting it as a fact that American 
peace—the thing we are after—requires us 
to fight aggression whenever and wherever 
it occurs, what is the harm in empowering 
the President to do just that? 


The one possibility of harm would seem 
to lie in the chance—an unlikely chance 
in view of the proposed makeup of the 
council—of United Nations force being 
used for purposes other than putting down 
aggression. 


This possibility presumes a_ reckless 
President and a Congress of exceptional 
perspicacity to see through the trick. But 
is it very likely that even the most reckless 
President would embark us on a war that 
public opinion would not be apt to ap- 
prove and that Congress, most particularly, 
would not be apt to support? 


Congress, through its control of the 
purse strings, has’ a hidden veto on war 
more potent, in truth, than its formal 
power to declare it. 


Presidential use of the war power with- 
out reference to Congress is not new in our 
history, if that is any consideration; it has 
been done repeatedly. We are sure that, 
if the people think the matter through, 
they will see that this power, as a firm 
guaranty of full American participation in 
the Dumbarton Oaks peace plan, is “the 
very heart” of it, as it was of the ill-fated 
peace plan of 1919. The quoted words are 
Woodrow Wilson’s. 


FEWER QUESTIONNAIRES 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


Let’s have a cheer for the Budget Bu- 
reau'’s reduction of Government question- 
naires submitted to private business. Under 
the Federal Reports Act, passed two years 
ago, the bureau and associated agencies 
have saved millions of dollars for the Gov- 
ernment and for business by saying No to 
a number of departmental requests for 
questionnaires, 

The answer was No to one proposal call- 
ing for 300,000,000 forms; to the practice of 
two agencies using a daily report costing 
$20,000 a month; to a statement of opera- 
tions involving 800,000 reports a year, Other 
examples are available by the dozen, 

One business concern reports it has saved 
5000 man-hours a month as a result of a 
simplification made under the Reports Act. 
And myriad small business men are return- 
ing to something like normal nerve con- 
trol as the number and complexity of Gov- 
ernment forms decline. 

Vigilant checking and rejecting already 
have produced results. But bureaus will 
continue to think up new questionnaires 
and to seek renewal of old ones, That is 
instinctive with bureaus. 

The Budget Bureau may rest assured 
that the country is saying: “Watch them, 
boys. And keep shaking your head.” 
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Unusual Bits of Story-Telling 
In New Book on War in Greece 


“The Price of Liberty,’’ by Mikia Pezas. (Ives Wash- 
burn, New York.) 

This book about the war tn Greece is 
different from most of the war narratives, 
and happily so. It has no “purpose.” It was 
not designed to enlist sympathy for the 
Greeks, however much they deserve it, or 
to tell of their conquerors’ cruelty. Rather, 
it was written for its own sake, simply be- 
cause its author felt better for writing it. 

Mikia Pezas is a man of many gifts, By 
profession he is a lawyer, by avocation a 
mining prospector, and by necessity of 
late, a soldier. He fought the Italians in 
the mountains of Albania until only a third 
of his regiment remained. Then he re 
treated homeward, to live under the Swas- 
tika until life there became more unen- 
durable than it had been amid the snows 
and hunger of the front. Finally he escaped 
to North Africa, where Be joined the Greek 
forces and continued fighting the Axis. 

All this forms the background of the 
story, and it’s not an unusual one these 
days. But the foreground is unusual. Across 
it move many interesting people, not just 
“extras” hired for the mob scenes, but 
whole individuals thoughtfully and sensi- 
tively drawn. There is Ganymede the crip- 
ple, for instance, who brought food and 
wine up the mountain to the regiment. 
There is the old Albanian grandmother who 
refused to turn refugee even though her 
children fled. There is Zeno the acrobat, 
whose fate overtook him before he could 
eat his carefully hoarded 30 grains of corn.

Fascinating as the characters themselves 
are the stories they tell. Mr. Pezas is wise 
enough to know that war—even total war 
—cannot circumscribe one’s existence. So 
he recounts these tales, many irrelevant 
but all as absorbing as legends. Ganymede 
once loved a girl, and she loved him, but 
this is what happened. ,... The Albanian 
grandmother had had a miserable life un- 
til someone gave her a bat’s backbone, and 
she lived happily ever after. ... Viachos 
the school teacher was captured, years ago, 
by the last of the Mountain Kings up on 
Mount Athos, and do you know how they 
treated him,... 

It is this kind of writing that makes “The 
Price of Liberty” more than a war narra- 
tive and Mr, Pezas more than a reporter. 
He writes so skillfully and with such broad 
perspective that readers will still find him 
worthwhile after V-day. They will probably 
also hope that this, his first book, is not 
his last.

Once, the citadel of political 
radicalism and economic liberal 
ism was in the -ural areas. Farm 
representatives put forth’ the 
most extreme doctrines. From the 
agricultural hinterlands came 
such innovations as the _ initia- 
tive, referendum and recall. 


The predominant voices for lib- 
eralism and progressive change 
came from the Farm Belt, and 
particularly from the Middle 
West. For a generation in Amer- 
ican public life, the principal ad- 
vocates of reform were George 
W. Norris of Nebraska, Robert 
M. LaFollette Sr. of Wisconsin 
and William Jennings Bryan, who 
also came out of Nebraska. Other 
liberals—Walsh of Montana, Ken- 
yon of Iowa, Howell of Nebraska, 
Olson of Minnesota — all were 
from the rural West. 


Cities Breed Liberalism. 


Even the South contributed to. 


the ferment. We-forget today 
that Southerners such as Jack 
Garner of Texas and “Cotton Ed” 
Smith of South Carolina often 
rode herd on Herbert Hoover and 
Wall Street in the late ‘20s and 
early ‘30s. 

But the wheel has come full 
turn.. Senators and Representa- 
tives from the South and Middle 
West are pillars of conservatism. 
They are the most outspoken foes 
of the New Deal. It is from the 
industrial cities of the North that 
the new advocates of reforms are 
coming. 

Under the influence of organ- 
ized labor, they are turning 
against anything that resembles 
“regimentation,” even in wartime. 
That was undoubtedly one of the 
chief reasons for the defeat last 
week of the administration’s man- 
power bill.

Norris of Nebraska, the elder La 
Follette and McNary of Oregon 
were backing public ownership of 
Muscle Shoals. They opposed sell- 
ing the great dam to Henry Ford. 
Senator George Moses of New 
Hampshire called these Repub- 
lican Senators “sons of the wild 
jackass,” and the name stuck,

It is Senator Aiken from Ver- 
mont, one of the two states which 
went Republican in 1936, who ap- 
pears the most likely successor to 
the late George Norris as the 
leader of progressivism in the 
Senate. 

Aiken is 52 years old, a farmer 
and an orchardist. He is qulet- 
spoken and gentle of manner, as 
was Norris. But before you talk 
to him very long, you are aware 
of his deep convictions.

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HARPSICHORDIST GIVES 
COLORFUL RECITAL 


Many Fascinated by Instru- 
ment and Yella Pessl’s 
Performance.

Yella Pessl, distinguished harpsi- 
'chordist, gave a recital yesterday 
|afternoon in the City Art Museum 
which, at the same time, was a 
demonstration of the physical and 


artistic possibilities of her instru- 
ment, ; 

The recital, sponsored by the 
Community Music Schools Foun- 
dation, was attended by several 
hundred persons. Many of these 
were pupils of the Community 
Schools, who were obviously fas- 
cinated by both the instrument 
and the performance. Young and 
old alike paid Miss Pess] the trib- 
ute of concentrated attention, 


In the course of her explanatory 
remarks, Miss Pess] pointed out 
that the harpsichord was different 
in principle from the piano but 
had fully as great an expressive 
range. The piano, she said, had 
greater dynamic possibilities but 
as against that the. harpsichord 
had a greater variety of color. 
This was made quite evident dur- 
ing the progress of her perform- 
ance which was devoted to a pro- 
‘gram of Seventeenth and LEight- 
'eenth Century music. 


The various registers, used singly 
and in combination, and controlled 
by pedals, enabled her to impart 
striking differentiations of mood 
to the music. “Le Tombeau de 
M. Blancherocher,” by Louis Cou- 
perin, for instance, had the rich- 
ness of sonority needed for a ma- 
jestic solemnity as contrasted with 
the delicacy of Francois Couperin’s 
“Odre in B Minor” which fol- 
lowed, 


Miss Pess] made an effective 
demonstration of the fact that 
classic music has qualities other 
than formal] elegance.

Endive Salad With Sour Cream 

Dressing, 

One head endive (four cups, 
cut); two strips bacon (cut in 
one-inch pieces); one tablespoon 
flour; one-fourth cup vinegar; 
one-fourth cup water; one-half 
teaspoon salt; two teaspoons 
Sugar; one egg yolk (beaten); one 
cup sour cream; one medium 
Onion (sliced very thin); one-half 
cup radishes (sliced thin). 

Wash and dry endive, pick off 
any bruised outer leaves. Pan- 
fry bacon until crisp; remove. 
Blend in flour, add vinegar, wa- 
ter, salt and sugar. Stir until 
mixture boils and thickens. Pour 
mixture slowly over egg yolk, re- 
turn to heat and cook a minute 
longer. Stir in sour cream. Add 
dressing to the cut endive, onion 
and radishes, and toss lightly to 
mix. Serve at once. Serveg four. 

Breakfast: Grapefruit juice;

slices; raisin sauce; roast. 

Luncheon: Navy bean chowder:

Wash or 
peel and slice one-half pound fresh 
mushrooms, saute in three table- 
spoons shortening, uncovered, for 
five minutes. Push mushrooms 
aside, add three tablespoons flour, 
and mix with fat. until smooth. 
Add one and one-half cups milk 
and one teaspoon salt, and cook 
with constant stirring until the 
gravy thickens. Cut four hard- 
cooked eggs in halves lengthwise 
and arrange in a shallow baking 
dish (9x5x1% inches); pour the 
hot mushroom sauce over them. 
Mix one-fourth cup fine, dry bread 
crumbs and one-eighth teaspoon 
paprika .together and _ sprinkle 
over the top; dot with 1 table- 
spoon butter and place under the 
broiler for two or three minutes, 
or until nicely toasted. Serve 
piping hot.

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Threw Knockout Punch at Nazis 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 11. 


ECH. SGT. JAMES M. LOGAN, 
beck in his beloved Texas after 
heroic service abroad, this 
week told the writer of the ac- 
tions that brought him the cov- 
eted Congressional Medal of 
Honor, the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Purple Heart. 


The brief, impersonal records of 
the War Department credit him 
officially with: 

“Making an important con- 
tribution to the establishment of 
the beachhead at Salerno. 


“Single-handedly delivering 
the knockout blow that brought 
about the fall of Velletri, a town 
on the German defense line be- 
low Rome.” 


For his bravery and courage at 
Salerno, he was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor. The 
Distinguished Service Cross re- 
sulted from his actions at Velletri. 


‘Velletri was a hell of a lot 
tougher than Salerno, if you ask 
me,” Logan said. He was a Ser- 
geant‘ and a squad leader at the 
time of the Velletri job. 


“There were 12 men 
squad that day,” he said, “and we 
had four men from another squad 
to sort of back us up, They were 
all swell guys. They came from 
different states, Missouri, Louisi- 
ana, Georgia, and there was a lit- 
tle Jewish boy from New York 
who was a fighting fool. 


“We were trying to sort of en- 
circle Velletri. My squad was or- 
dered to take up a position in a 
big old grapeyard behind the town. 
We did that. 


“The boss of those Germans 
took a notion he and his men were 
going to fight their way out of 
there. For some reason he decided 
to come right through us and he 
sent a company to do that job.

“Those Germans really meant 
business that day. They let us 
have everything they had and no 
fooling. They opened up on us 
with their machine-guns, rocket 
launchers, mortars and rifle fire. 
They had one contraption that 
would shoot six rockets at one 
time. 


“They pinned my squad down. 
Then they started running toward 
us. I knew if they ever really got 
among us we all would be killed. 


“There were too many of them. 
T took my rifle and a bunch of 
rifle grenades and a sack of hand 
grenades and—I don’t know why 
I did it all, but—when they started 
running toward me I just started 
running toward them. 


“T did not elevate those rifle 
grenades, either. They will carry 
for a good 150 yards and that is 
the way I used them that day. I 
tried my level best to make every 
one count. Lots of Germans fell 
down and didn’t get up again. 

“T threw all of the hand gre- 
nades I had at them and emptied 
my rifle. Then I ran back to my 
men. They were doing mighty 
fine, sending those Germans plenty 
of lead. Some of them had stopped 
bullets but none of them had been 
killed, 

“Then I got myself a rifle from 
one of the fellows, fired 15 maga- 
zines and then it got so hot that 
it jammed and I couldn't fix it. I 
grabbed me another one from a 
rifle team and I hollered and told 
them to start loading some more 
machinegun ammunition for me, 


“By that time those Germans 
had begun to get a belly full. They 
started to run. That was a mis- 
take they made. I lit out after 
them and my squad was right be- 
hind me, 


“And we didn’t stop chasing 
them until we ran smack-dab out 
of ammunition, 


“Now I guess that’s just about 
all I can tell about that scrap at 
Velletri. 


“Can't figure out why a bullet 
didn’t get me. Maybe it was luck. 
Maybe it just wasn’t my time to 
get it. I wasn’t quite as lucky 
though later on, after we _ got 
about maybe 50 miles the other 
side of Rome. 


“Those Germans started shoot- 
ing at me with a damn cannon, 
Course they wasn’t really shoot- 
ing at me, I just happened to be 
where the shells landed. 


“T heard the first shell: coming. 
It sounded like a banshee or 
something.
